New Variety Of Sugar Cane Developed In 
|Canal Point Surpasses All Commercial

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Of Sugar Per Acre 


Sugar cane growers in Florida 
will have a new variety to plant 
this fall. It is C. P. 34-79 just re- 
leased by the U. S. Department of 
fAgriculture and represents techni- 
cal work done under the immedi- 
ate supervision.of Dr. George B. 
Sartoris of the Division of Sugar ` 
Plant Investigation and -who 
spends several months out of each 
year at the Sugar Plant Field Sta- 
tion in Canal Point. | 

The new variety has been tried 
out in field tests over the past 
sevéral years. Growers in the 
Everglades, the only plate where 
experimenters are sure it. is well 
adapted, may get planting stocks 
for this fall from the U. S. Sugar 
Plant Field Station, Canal Point. 

The new ‘variety compares well 
with present leading varieties -in 
Florida in yield of sugar per ton 
jana in tonnage of cane per acre 
on all the soil types in the Ever- 
glades. It is an early to mid- 
season cane especially adapted to 
the Everglade's. peat (sawgrass 
muck) where it*has surpassed all 
commercial varities in yields of 
cane and sugar per acre. It also 
appears to be adapted to the sand 
and muck soils in the Fellsmere 
area of Florida. 

C. P. 34-79 has. a spreading 
|top which shades the row and 
[closes in quickly, thus smothering 
| the weeds. The stalks are of med- 
ium size and remain erect except 
under the most adverse conditions. 
Seed cane germinates well so that 
good stands are readily obtained. 
The variety has good stubbing 
qualities, the decrease} in yield 
from plant cane to first stubble 
being very slight. It is resistant 
to red rot, leaf spot diseases, and 
to mosaic. Results obtained in 
Louisiana show that it is resistant - 
to sugarcane stalk borer attacks. 

The variety has -some faults. 
The fiber content is rather high 
so that milling qualities will bé 
about like those fo the harder 
commercial canes. It is suscep- 
tible to chlorotic streak, ‘but this 
disease does not occur in Florida 
and there is only’a remote proba- 
bility of its introduction there. 

When considered from every 
practical point of view—yield and 
quality of cane, growth habit, 
wide range of adaptability,.and di~ 
‘sease and pest ressistance—C. P. 
34-79 is an outstanding variety 
|promising notable advances in 
|sugar “yield for the súgąrcane 
growers of Florida.

Commercial Fish 
Taking In Lake To 
Stop Oct. 1, 1946 


„Commercial ‘fishing in Lake 
Okeechobee which has provided’ a 
| livelihood for many families of 
this area for a great many years 
|and a partial livelihood to hun- 
|dreds of others appears to be at 
jan end as Of October 1, 1946, ac- 
| cording to a legal notice which*pas 
| been published throughout Florida 
and signed by the Fresh Water 
Fish and Game Commission by I. 
|N. Kennedy, Secrétary. 

The notice states that the com- 
mission, at a meeting in Orlando, 
adopted rules ahd regulations gov- 
erning the taking of fresh water 
fish from Lake Okeechobee and 
|has prohibited the use of any de- 
| Vice for taking fresh water 
| except hook and line, rod and reel, 
bob spinner troll or trotline and 
that the provisions will be en- 
forced after October 1, 1946, 

The commercial fisherman of 
|Lake Okeechobee are not unpre- 
pared for this action for at a 
|meeting in an East Coast city a 


forcement would start at ‘once. 

The fishermen argue that the 
lake has for many years been in 
the salt water category and that 
the game and fresh water fish 
commission has no power to regu- 
late fishing in Okeechobee unless 
a new designation is given by) 
legislative act. The larger fish-| 
ermen and wholesale dealers have 
had meetings and it is probable 
that an injunction will be sought 
to prevent the enforcement of this 
new order.

Veterans with re-employment 
rights cannot be forced to join a 
union to get their old jobs back, 
selective service ruled today. 

In a policy guide to local draft 
boards, the agency also said that 
during the year in which a veteran 
is guaranteed his old job, his 
rights take precederice over any 
system of seniority. 

The draft laws say that an hon- 
orably discharged veteran must be 
given his job back for at_least a 
year or rehired in a position of 
like seniority and pay.
